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1. Alberta’s school population 
has increased in five years from 
-155,000 to 174,000. High School 
enrolment in Grade 12 has in- 
creased 50 percent since 1935. 


2. The number of one-room 
schools has decreased in number 
from 2105 to 1545. This is due 
partly to increased centralization 
of schools. 


3. During the last five years the 
number of teachers increased from 
5868 to 6788.. 


4, The average salary paid to a 
teacher has increased from $1526 
to $2534 in the last five years. 


5. Candidates for elementary 
school teaching receive free tuition 
at the University of Alberta and 
may also obtain a government bur- 
sary of $200 or a joint divisional- 
government bursary of $300. 


6. Modifications of the high 
school program are providing in- 
creased study of English and less 
advanced mathematics. These 
changes meet the needs of pupils 
proceeding towards non-scientific 
degrees. 
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7. The School Buildings Assis- 
tance Act now provides grants up 
to 25 percent of the cost of new 
school buildings and permits 25 
percent to be borrowed at 314 per- 
cent interest from the School Lands 
Trust Fund. 


8. With the help of loans and 
grants under the School Borrowing 
Assistance Act, 113 schools were 
erected in 1951. 


9. The School Lands Trust 
Fund has been made available for 
lending to school boards towards 
the cost of new school buildings. 


10. Since the war the Univer- 
sity of Alberta has been provided 
with two large wings to the Med- 
ical Building and an exceptionally 
fine library building. An Engin- 
eering Building and an Agriculture 
Building are being built. 


11. The Calgary Branch of the 
University is offering Arts and 
Science courses in addition . those 
in Education. 


12. The Provincial Institute of 
Technology and Art, Calgary, has 
- ¢ontinued to expand. New build- 
ings and additions in 1951 and 
1952 provide needed space espec- 
ially for the extension of the in- 
structional program for appren- 
tices. 


13. The Department of Educa 
tion is encouraging and assisting 
school divisions to initiate a text- 
book rental scheme to reduce the 
cost of books to school pupils. The 
School Book Branch now supplies 
books to pupils at cost.
